'I'he legal status of the ijuc-iion as lo 
wlu lher the elii tric liiiht company has 
the right to erect its poles anywhere it 
chon8es,in front oi private property witli- 
ont the cohsentof the owners, wiU'proba- 
bly be determined here stortly, as a re- 
sult of the action of prominent Msin 
street resident on Sunday night. Some 
time after midnight two -poles recently 
planted in front of the residence 
property of the Misi-es Walker, at the 
intersection of Main street and Lancas- 
ter avenue, were dun ni> aiul placed in 
the street, the holes iu the pavement 
were refilled and the sod was i.nrefully 
replaired. So that when uaasens-by 
came down the street on Monday morn- 
ing they saw the practical results of a 
de<-ide<i disagreement of opinion with 
the electric company. 

It is said that the electric company 
had expressly agreed not lo erect poles 
at certain places on the Walker proper- 
ty but that thev secretely did .so at night, 
and that w hile the question of their 
right to erect the poles was not in- 
volveil, the owners denied tto com- 
pany's right to dig boles wtore it wss 
iKith unneressary and objectionable to 
the owners.

From this action it is contended, 
whether with good rea»on we do not 
know, that if I'ncle .Sam can stop the 
coinpany, lliell any cili/en may ilo like- 1 
wise, if he so elects. .U all events .-i 
nice point has been raised, and no i&at- : 
ter what hastily formed public opinion j 
may be, the property owners in this 
case are abundantly able to press their 
contention to a finish if necessary and 
establish beyond doubt e.xftctly whst 
the rights ot citisens and'corporatlcms 
are in cases of this kind 

It is stated to the Cl.M.\.\ that llie 
owners and the company will probably 
agree amicably and that tto poles will 
be erected, in front of the property. Out 
not wliere the present boln are dug.

As he was entering the hotel an 
officer placed him under arn st. and 
took him beforo a Magistrate.

Edilor Oimtac: 

My Dear Sib:— As you have so 
kindly offered me K|>ace in your nest 
issue to reply to what you had to .say , ' 
iu The CL1.MA.V of the 1st inst., rt- 
gardiOK my solution of tlic "Farm 
Problem," I will make a brief reply, 
altboogh I wwUd niieb pnfer to let 
the matter dnqp if I ooold do so in jns- 
tice to myself and the State Board. 

When you wrote and asked me if my 
prolilem was not susceptible of many 
Holutions and was therefore "iiideter- 
inlnate," 1 unbeaitattngly answered 
that it was only capable of oneaoiation, 
which aolaUon I chum is abaolately 
correct, beeaoae It meeta every reqnire- 
ment of the problem without hitviiiK' t<> 
assume anvthinp: whatever. Anil I al- 
so maiutniii that the JiaKrain ] ilrew is 
"jreomet.'ically correct," (a fact that 
you deny and quote Webatar's Inttr* 
national Diotionaiy/to pcore year poai- 
tiou) that ia that the npper and lower 
bases of iny liiiiiirain "are parallel" ac- 
cordinc t<i all tieometricians, and that 
even Webster, although he made no 
pretentions to mathematics, when fully 
quoted, bears me out. He aaya among 
otiier things, tliat "panllel IIimb are 
linea having the same direction or ten- 
dency," '•direction i-oiifo! inable to that 
of another line.'' Wentwortli, on patje 
of his "New Plane aiul Holid 
Geometry," says: ''Parallel lines are 
straight lines whieb U« ia the asms 
plane and tiave tlte same direction or 
opposite directions; vhen they are on 
the «aini' side of a straight liiie joining; 
their origins they lie in the same tlirec- 
tioii mid wlii ii tlav are on oiiposite 
sides of a straight line joiiiiiii,' their 
origins tlu-y are said to lie in oppo.sitt- 
diiectiona." Edward Olney, n/ige 56, 
Mav Gcomatry, aajrs: "FBndlel lines 
ue lines which have the same or oppo- 
rite directions." Emerson White, in 
liis Geometry published in 18'.*5, says: 
'^'Parallel Jiiies are such as lie in the 
same plane, but cannot meet however 
tor pradoeed ia aitbar diraetioa." 

C. B. Woods, la hb issas of The Cli- 
max of March the 2od, 1899, admits 
that the lines, used in the diafrram sub- 
mitted by lue, are parallel lint*, when 
be utilizes the same to prove my prolv 
lem susceptible of one more millions of 
solutions by extending ssid lines in- 
deflnitdy and all the vhile ealUng 
them "parallel lines." 

Now I wish to say that I have the 
mo!-t jirofouiid respect for the Kd. of 
The CI.I.MAX and the "venerable gen- 
tleman" whom the Ed. styles the "fore- 
most mathematician in Ky." I think 
I know to whom he refen, and know 
that he has few if any equals, snd I 
would certainly be guilty of the rank- 
est Hurt of eKOtism should 1 attempt to 
set myself up as being iu any deKree 
comparable to biin. But it is said that 
"fools msb In where Angles fear to 
tread." Now, as Tva already '-rushed 
in," and in the language of the most 
original character ever Kentucky pro- 
diu-ed. "don't know whether to pene- 
trate or retreat," I'll just do neither, 
but will maintain my position so long 
as I have authority to back me. 

I eontead that my problaoi is not an
